The es- 
timate, based on the scpply in this 
country within 8000 feet of the sur- 
face of the earth, is 350 times 
as 


much as. has been consumed here in 
the last century. 
And it is possible 


lo mine coal at a depth of 6000 feet. 
They do it abroad. 


Ono thing that should bo corrected 


in the anthracite industry is the out- 
rageously hisrh "royalty" charge. In 
this wroju? the, Girard Estate is the 
chiel offender. 


• About 20 psr cent of the anthracite 
ijjfmes are operated under leases. The 
<lirard Estate ia by far the largest 
owner of these leased lands. 
Year 


by year its income from these lands 
mounts higher and higher. In 1914 
it got a revenue of fifty-four crnts a 
ton from'its lessees. In 1917 it got 
sixty-two cents a ton; in 1919, 97.9 
cents and in 1920, 
$1.09 4-10. 
But 


these figures do not tell the 
whole 


story. There was a time when the 
operator paid no royalty on small 
stees of coal for which there is ordi- 
narily, little of a mar'cet. Now he 
nays on all sizes. But, as he gets a 
low price for his small sizes, it is the 
purchaser of the larger 
sizes rwho 


nays the bill. 
One authority est- 


imates that in some 
instances 
the 


royalty exceeds $2 a ton. 


And it goes up every year and wiH 


continue to go up unless some action 
IB taken to upset the system. Each 
year as a lease on a Girard coal prop- 
erty fexpires the managers hoist the 
royalty to the highest point. 


Today some coal operators pay 15 


or 16 per cent royalty on the cost of 
the coal, f. o. b. mine. 


Others pay 18, 20, 25 or 28 per cent.

Some-people wonder if, at the rate 


we mine coal, the supply will not be 
exhausted in time. Some time, per- 
haps, but not in your time. The es- 
timate, based on the scpply in this 
country within 8000 feet of the sur- 
face of the earth, is 350 times 
as 


much as. has been consumed here in 
the last century. 
And it is possible 


lo mine coal at a depth of 6000 feet. 
They do it abroad. 


Ono thing that should bo corrected 


in the anthracite industry is the out- 
rageously hisrh "royalty" charge. In 
this wroju? the, Girard Estate is the 
chiel offender. 


• About 20 psr cent of the anthracite 
ijjfmes are operated under leases. The 
<lirard Estate ia by far the largest 
owner of these leased lands. 
Year 


by year its income from these lands 
mounts higher and higher. In 1914 
it got a revenue of fifty-four crnts a 
ton from'its lessees. In 1917 it got 
sixty-two cents a ton; in 1919, 97.9 
cents and in 1920, 
$1.09 4-10. 
But 


these figures do not tell the 
whole 


story. There was a time when the 
operator paid no royalty on small 
stees of coal for which there is ordi- 
narily, little of a mar'cet. Now he 
nays on all sizes. But, as he gets a 
low price for his small sizes, it is the 
purchaser of the larger 
sizes rwho 


nays the bill. 
One authority est- 


imates that in some 
instances 
the 


royalty exceeds $2 a ton. 


And it goes up every year and wiH 


continue to go up unless some action 
IB taken to upset the system. Each 
year as a lease on a Girard coal prop- 
erty fexpires the managers hoist the 
royalty to the highest point. 


Today some coal operators pay 15 


or 16 per cent royalty on the cost of 
the coal, f. o. b. mine. 


Others pay 18, 20, 25 or 28 per cent.
